Kissinger awaits African invitation 


HAM BURG. West Germany (U P I) - Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger said 
today he is prepared to go to Africa next week to negotiate a peaceful settlement 
between blacks and whites over Rhodesia and South West Africa but is awaiting a for­ 
mal invitation from African leaders. 
Kissinger told a news conference, when asked if he was definitely departing on a 
peacemaking shuttle diplomatic mission to Southern Africa, “ I cannot at this point 
make it definite.” He said he is waiting for a formal invitation from the African 
leaders who completed a summit meeting in Dar es Salaam earlier Tuesday. 
His going, he said, “ will depend very much” on the official word from the summit 
leaders. 
However, a senior U.S. official traveling aboard Kissinger’s airplane told reporters 
that an invitation had come from Tanzania’s foreign minister and that it was all but 
certain that Kissinger would return to Washington Tuesday night, consult with Presi­ 
dent Ford and depart for Africa no later than Monday. 
Kissinger told the news conference, “ I would be prepared, if the conditions are 
right, to leave some time next week.” 
He stressed that he first wanted an on the scene report from Dar es Salaam from 
Assistant Secretary of State William Schaufele. The secretary sent Schaufele to Dar 
es Salaam earlier today to make the report.

Southern African black leaders of countries bordering white-ruled Rhodesia and 
South West Africa and of the liberation movements in the two nations ended a two- 
day meeting in the Tanzanian capital today. 
The senior U.S. official said Kissinger was expected to fly from Washington no 
later than Monday. He said it was possible the secretary might pause in Dakar to con­ 
sult with some African leaders not directly involved in the Southern situation. 
The senior U.S. official rated Kissinger’s chances of success on his forthcoming 
African shuttle as about even. 
Kissinger won Vorster’s agreement for the negotiations in weekend talks in Zurich, 
Switzerland. He then spent Monday conferring with British and French officials, 
awaiting a signal from Dar es Salaam that his African shuttle would be welcome by 
blacks. He got the signal in a message from Tanzania’s foreign minister. 


Kissinger was conferring in Hamburg with West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt before returning to the United States late Tuesday night to prepare for his 
African journey. 


Kissinger said on his arrival at Hamburg airport from Paris. ‘‘My talks with the 
South African Prime Minister were designed to prevent extension of the conflict in 
southern Africa.”

Highway accidents killed 526 persons 
during the Labor Day weekend, highest 
number since 1973 before the Arab oil 
embargo, and 125 more than died in the 
holiday period last year, final figures 
showed today. 
The 1975 death toll was 401 


The death count was 66 above even the 
highest limit in the preholiday range es­ 
timated by the National Safety Council 
It had suggested deaths would be 
between 360 and 460, but had warned the 
possibilities of increased travel could br­ 
ing greater highway risk. 


In California, often a leader in the 
grim count, a total of 56 persons died on 
the highways, 13 more than in the same 
period last year. A highway department 
spokesman said good weather brought 
out heavy traffic throughout the state. 


North Dakota, not usually noted for 
high traffic tolls, had 9 dead “ Normally 
we have only one or two road deaths over 
the Labor Day weekend,” said Lt. Arden 
Johnson of the state highway patrol 
“ There wasn’t anything unusual about 
travel conditions. I guess a bunch of in­ 
jury accidents just were fatal ones."

TOKYO (U P I) — A Soviet air force of­ 
ficer who defected and landed his top 
secret MIG25 Foxbat fighter plane in 
Japan will be flown to the United States 
Wednesday, the Tokyo Metropolitan 
Police Agency announced today. 


1st Lt Viktor Ivanovich Belenko. 29, 
was whisked secretly to Tokyo Tuesday 
in a Japanese military transport air­ 
craft. escorted by fighter planes of 
Japan’s Air Self Defense Force 


Police said he was in a secret hideout 
in the Tokyo area awaiting a flight to the 
United States 


(In Washington, the White house said 
the Soviet pilot would receive asylum in 
the United States if he requested it 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said Presi­ 
dent Ford made the decision to grant 
asylum after “ proper consultation’’ with 
the National Security Council.) 


Belenko, who outwitted Japan's radar 
screens to land his plane at Hakodate 
City 500 miles north of Tokyo, won per­ 
mission earlier in the day to seek 
political asylum in the United States 
(In Paris. U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry A 
Kissinger told reporters he 
believed the United States would grant 
asylum to the defecting pilot.) 
The Japanese government also refused 
a Soviet request to immediately return 
the MIG25. considered to be the world’s 
most advanced aircraft. 
Kyodo said Belenko was taken this 
afternoon to the Japanese air defense 
base at Chitose near Sapporo City, 
capital of the Northern Japanese Island 
of Hokkaido, flown from there to the 
Iruman airbase in the suburbs of Tokyo 
in a Japanese Cl transport plane and 
then whisked to an undisclosed hideout. 
Foreign Minister Kuchi Miyazawa 
said the Japanese government had ap­ 
proved the pilot's request for political 
asylum from a “ humanitarian stand­ 
point" and said the U.S. government had 
been notified of the move.

Controlled burn triggering fire call for

Dr Samuel I Hayakawa launched a 
whirlwind tour of the Central Coast this 
morning in Lompoc when he told 
a 
gathering of the Republican Women’s 
Club that he opposes Proposition 14. the 
farm w orkers’ 
in itia tive on the 
November ballot 
“ The Washington establishment,” said 
the Republican candidate for the United 
States Senate seat now held by Democrat 
John Tunney. “ has done very little for 
the California farm er.” which he 
claimed provides a 
majority of the 
nation’s agricultural needs 
“ Proposition 14 would be disaster for 
the California farmer,” the bespectacled 
former semantics 
professor told 
a 
warmly receptive breakfast crowd of 
about 150 
“ The initiative would be 
frozen into law and be exempt from pos­ 
sible amendment by legislation.” 
The initiative — placed on the ballot by 
Farm Workers Union supporters - 
would establish and fund a permanent 
farm workers labor relations board to 
settle disputes in the agricultural 
business 
Hayakawa warned that the initiative 
“ requires union m em bership for 
employment,” and could cause farm 
workers to be fired for refusing to par­ 
ticipate in a union demonstration. 
The Proposition 14 stand was the 
reiteration of the position Hayakawa 
took last week on a campaign swing 
through the largely agricultural San 
Joaquin Valley. 
At that time, the former San Francisco 
State president who gained national 
prominence by personally standing up to 
student demonstrators in 1968 and 1969, 
proposed instead to work for inclusion of 
all farm workers in the nation under the 
jurisdiction of the National Labor Rela­ 
tions Board 
“ It is unfair for California farmers to 
be forced to comply with laws which do 
not apply to their competitors in other

states,” argued Hayakawa, who looked 
much younger than his 70 years. 


The senatorial candidate also used the 
agricultural issue as a springboard for 
some sharp criticism aimed at Tunney 


"It is a classic example of Mr. Tun- 
ney’s inability to engage in independent 
thinking,” Hayakawa said, claiming that 
the U.S. senator has hedged to take a 
stand on the issue while waiting for Gov 
Edmund Brown Jr. to choose a side 


“ In fact,” Hayakawa said, “ he (Tun­ 
ney) has got to be led around or he 
doesn’t know what in hell to think.” 
Hayakawa opened his 50-minute talk 
by quoting an editorial from a San Rafael 
newspaper which hammered on Tun- 
ney’s alleged chronic absence during 
congressional 
voting, stating, “ Dr, 
Hayakawa cannot run on his record 
because he has none 
but much the 


same can be said of his opponent 
Hayakawa continued to emphasize the 
importance of agricultural issues 
“ The prosperity of an entire nation is 
dependent ultimately on the prosperity 
of agriculture,“ said the naturalized U S 
citizen who migrated from Canada 
He cited the failure of foreign aid 
programs run by “ urbanized people” 
who give steel mills instead of aid to 
developing agriculture 
Hayakawa then opened up with a 
humorous but biting criticism of growing 
government regulation. 
“ Who gave the federal government the 
right." said Hayakawa of one example, 
“ to regulate the design of caps on 
medicine bottles which only intelligent 
six-year-olds can open. Why not design 
bottles which 65-year-old arthritics can 
open? 
“ In the Humphrey-Hawkins b ill,” 
Hayakawa said, “ we see the ultimate ab­ 
surdity of government bureaucracy 
Besides costing $30 billion, it will add 
layers of bureaucracy to the federal 
government.” 
In a question-and-answer session 
following his speech, Hayakawa said 
— “ On divestiture of the oil industry, I 
think it’s a lot of damned nonsense ” 
— Asked about controversial Senate 
Bill I, he said, “ I believe most of it, 
which pertains tocriminal justice.should 
be passed, but part of it regarding inva­ 
sion of privacy and freedom of the press 
is still somewhat questionable and 
should be re-examined ” 
— “ I think abortion is none of the 
government’s business ” 
— “ On the right-to-die legislation, I 
think it is a good law and I hope Gover­ 
nor Brown signs it and that the rest of 
the states follow ” 
Hayakawa then donned his m ulti­ 
colored tam-o-shanter. which has 
become a trademark of the Hayakawa 
campaign, for a “ handshaking walk in 
Santa Maria " followed by a dinner 
tonight in San Luis Obispo

Postal substation being forced 
to close, contractor declares

Lompoc residents may be los­ 
ing the convenience of the 
postal substation on E ast 
College Avenue and another 
s u b s t a t i o n will 
not be 
designated to replace it, ac­ 
cording to Charlotte Benton, a 
local notary public and present 
holder of the substation con­ 
tract. 
Substation 3 has been located 
continuously in Mrs. Benton's 
office at 116-A E. College Ave. 
since 1972, but she has recently 
informed the Lompoc Post Of­ 
fice that she wants her contract 
terminated on Sept. 15. 
She reports she would like to 
keep the substation, but the 
postal authorities have forced 
her to give it up. 
On August 5 she reminded the 
local post office in writing that 
her remuneration for operating 
the substation for the past four 
years 
has not gone up while 
“ inflation has spiraled and 
m o s t 
i m p o r t a n t l y , 
the 
minimum wage has been raised 
repeatedly.” She asked for an 
increase in her contract. 
The post office, she said, 
responded by saying if she 
wanted an increase she would 
have to terminate her contract 
in writing and make a new offer 
when the substation contract 
goes out again for public bid. 
However, after she submitted 
a letter of term ination on 
A ugust 16, M rs 
Benton 
received a phone call from the 
post office that advised her to 
keep the substation and for the 
same remuneration because if 
she didn't, substation 3 would 
be discontinued all together, 
she said. 
“ They are trying to browbeat 


me into keeping the sub­ 
station,” she declared. 
She maintains she cannot af­ 
ford to operate the postal sub­ 
station at the same compensa­ 
tion — $4,995 a year — so as of 
September 15 her office will not 
be selling stamps and accepting 
mail. 
Mrs. Benton explained to the 
Record that she employs three 
women who work in the sub­ 
station. About 70 per cent of 
their time is spent 
on postal 
duties, but only 38 per cent of 
their salary is paid by the post 
office. 
She claims if she did not have 
a contract with the county to 
sell foodi stamps out of her of­ 
fice “ I could not cover my 
overhead.” But she fully in­ 
tends to pass on any increase 
from the post office to her three 
workers in additional wages 
and benefits, she said. 
When Perry Martin, Lompoc 
postm aster, was asked this 
week if substation 3 will be 
closed, he replied, “ There is a 
possibility.” 
He admitted that the substa­ 
tion does “ quite a lot of busines- 
s.” but the question of continu­ 


ing substation 3 will be decided 
by his superiors in Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
Gordon Gillman, acting direc­ 
tor of customer services for the 
post office in Santa Barbara, 
said that no decision has been 
made about eliminating the 
Lompoc substation and it would 
take a week or two to do so. 
He added that the facility 
would not be closed if it is 
needed. 
Gillman. who just returned 
from two week’s vacation, said 
he had not known of Mrs. Ben­ 
ton’s decision to terminate her 
contract. However, if she had 
elected to do this on September 
15, it would take more than two 
weeks for the substation bid to 
go out to the public, be awarded 
and get the new substation in 
operation. 
Consequently, there is a pos­ 
sibility that Lompoc would be 
without substation 3 for a short 
period, he said. 
Mrs. Benton points out the 
need for a substation in her of­ 
fice area by noting that about 
100 people transact about $1,000 
worth of business daily. 
“ People are standing in line 


before we open on Saturdays 
and they keep coming in all day 
long,” she remarked. 
Her only purpose for taking 
on the operation of the postal 
substation four years ago was 
to keep her workers employed 
during the tax preparation off 
season, she commented. 
According to Mrs. Benton, 
her employes work better than 
the main post office clerks and 
deserve an increase in wages. 
“ They get $15,000 and do the 
same work my girls do for 
much less money,” she said. 
Besides the postal substation 
in Mrs. Benton’s office, there is 
a s u b s ta t io n l o c a te d in 
Vandenberg Village and one 
located in the 200 block of W. 
Ocean Ave.

Kilgore had blasted the county 
supervisors for allowing only a 
3 per cent pay boost to county 
employes this year, contending 
other counties in the region had 
recognized inflationary pres­ 
sures were continuing and had 
granted higher boosts. 
What inflamed Nokes and 
others in the county administra­ 
tion was a portion of the article 
in the August publication which 
picked up references to Super­ 
visor Francis H. Beattie as a 
“ womout used car salesman.” 
and Board chairman Frank J. 
Frost as a teacher without per­ 
manent employment, while also 
castigating Supervisor Jam es 
M. Slater as a biased individual 
seeking a judgeship. 
A cartoon labeling a person in 
the guise of a holdup man with a 
gun as a “ county supervisor” 
victimizing a naked person 
enclosed in a barrel as a 
“ county employe” was printed 
with the article. 
In recent weeks, Kilgore has 
vainly sought to have County 
Parks Director Michael Pahos 
disciplined by Administrative 
Officer Johnson as a result of a 
pay dispute with a Parks 
Department 
subordinate at 
Jalam a County Beach Park. 
When Johnson refused to dis­ 
cipline Pahos, Kilgore resumed 
the attack in the newly- 
published September issue of 
the Fringe Benefit against 
Johnson, charging Johnson with 
taking a “ do nothing attitude.” 
Nokes in a letter to Kilgore 
said he was withdrawing his 
membership in the association 
as of Sept. 5 due “ directly to 
your derogatory statements in 
the August issue of Fringe 
Benefit” concerning the county 
board and Johnson.’ 
Nokes added: 
“ You, in my opinion, are cer­ 
tainly not qualified to represent 
me. a county employe, in any 
n e g o t i a t i o n s 
with 
our 
Honorable Board. In the mean­ 
time, you may rest assured, I 
will work diligently to have you 
removed from the position of 
General Manager of what in the 
past has been one of the finest 
employe associations in the 
state.” 


Nokes said copies of the let­ 
ter went to association presi­ 
dent Oliver and others. 


Wiley’s letter of protest and 
resignation went directly to 
Board of Supervisors chairman 
Frost.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (U PI) — Jerry Lewis’ annual muscular 
dystrophy telethon raised pledges of more than $21.7 million during 
the 21 l/z hours it was on the air during the Labor Day holiday. 
The record-setting total surpassed by more than $2.8 million the 
sum pledged last year, said a spokesman for the comedian. 
It was the 11th year Lewis has sponsored the telethon to raise 
money to pay for research into muscular dystrophy, a now in­ 
curable disease that afflicts children. 


Some 200 stations carried the show, which featured scores of 
entertainers and film of the groundbreaking for the $2.5 million 
Jerry Lewis Neuromuscular Research Center at UCLA. 


Japanese pilot solos across Pacific 


CRESCENT CITY. Calif. (U PI) - Japanese World War II flying 
ace Shoji Kawamoto landed 400 miles off target after becoming the 
first pilot to complete a solo nonstop flight across the Pacific in a 
single-engine aircraft. 
“ I was very tired,” the 51-year-old former "Zero” fighter pilot 
said Monday after his 34-hour, 4,000-mile journey from Tokyo. 
Kawamoto, credited with shooting down 19 Allied planes during 
the war, still had 100 gallons of fuel in his single-engine Comanche 
260 craft when he landed at a small northern California airfield. 
His original destination had been Seattle, Wash. 
" I did it for the Bicentennial spirit,” said Kawamoto, whom air 
traffic controllers said dozed off and became disoriented as he ap­ 
proached the coast and began to descend while still 100 miles at 
sea. 


Death cause of 29th victim probed 


PH ILAD ELPH IA (U PI) — Medical detectives are examining 
tissue specimens from the 29th victim of "Legionnaires’ Disease” 
to try to determine if nickel carbonyl poisoning caused his death — 
and possibly caused the mysterious illness itself. 
Dr. William Sunderman Jr., who headed a research team at the 
University of Connecticut, said tests on the specimens of other vic­ 
tims of the disease were "inconclusive” because the samples were 
contaminated. 


Pennsylvania Health Department spokesman Robert Costello 
said doctors performing the autopsy on the latest victim, J Bruce 
Rogers, 60, of Moorestown, N.J.. were told to use nonmetal instru­ 
ments to prevent contamination. 
Sunderman said results of tests to determine if nickel carbonyl 
caused the illness would not be known for several weeks. 


Trains collide in Africa; 31 die 


JOHANNESBUH.G, South Africa (U PI) — A commuter train 
carrying blacks to a segregated township hurtled into a parked ex­ 
press train outside Johannesburg Monday, killing more than 30 
persons in one of South Africa’s worst rail disasters. 
Although Johannesburg has been the scene of racial violence for 
more than two months, railroad officials ruled out sabotage. 
Officials said at least 31 persons were killed and more than 70 in­ 
jured when the commuter carrying blacks to the segregated 
township at Benoni, 30 miles east of Johannesburg, slammed into 
the rear of a parked express taking hundreds of mine workers 
home to Mozambique 


Fires periling grape crop contained 


ST. H ELEN A (U PI) — A battalion of weary firefighters Mon­ 
day night contained two searing brush and timber fires that licked 
the edges of California’s ripe grape vineyards. 
Officials said they expected both blazes would be controlled by 6 
p.m. tonight. 
The crew of 700 firefighters worked through the Labor Day 
weekend to encircle the flames that blackened more than 6,000 
acres of rugged terrain and crept to within five miles of the Napa 
Valley vineyards, where the fall harvest is under way. 
Investigators said both fires were deliberately set in areas ac­ 
cessible to deer hunters and property owners, behind closed 
fences. 


Ford Motor Co. prepares pact offer 


DETROIT (U PI) — The Ford Motor Co. is preparing a second 
contract offer it hopes will be more acceptable to United Auto 
Workers Union whose 170,000 members at the No. 2 auto company 
are poised for a strike at midnight next Tuesday. 
Sidney McKenna, Ford’s chief negotiator, said after a brief 
Labor Day bargaining session Monday the exact timing for the new 
offer has not been decided. 
He said negotiators are getting a little better feel of the overall 
situation and "the tempo is such that I think getting an agreement 
is quite do-able.” 
McKenna said Ford bargainers had anticipated a rejection of the 
initial wage offer. But he said the auto company did not misread 
the union’s goals and proposed things it knew might put Ford and 
the UAW on a collision course.

Growing older 


Golden Age Clubs fill a need 


By HAROLD BLUMENFELD 
I found a new word, gerontophobia, in my newspaper 
which I couldn’t find in my dictionary. The paper (The 
Miami Herald) defines it as a “mild neurosis brought 
on by the dread of old age.” It’s a good description of 
what may be the most debilitating malady for many in 
the aging population 


Poor finances and health are primary problems for 
many who are growing older. But loneliness and 
depression are being recognized as probably the tforst 
of all the maladies of the elderly. Emotional needs are 
perhaps greater than physical needs. A helping hand is 
needed and we can volunteer our services to make a 
better life for someone. A dedication to others will be 
rewarding for ourselves. 


Old people think they are not wanted. They feel 
neglected by children who live in distant cities or are 
too busy to spend much time with them. They miss the 
comradeship of former neighbors or people with whom 
they worked before retirement. They no longer are 
breadwinners. They have no goals, no purposes They 
just don't have anything to do 
This loneliness and depression is felt more by men 
and women who have recently lost a spouse Before 
loneliness becomes a regular pattern of the declining 
years it must be stopped. Older persons require atten­ 
tion and help, but they, themselves, must become in­ 
volved and reach out to others. 
Golden Age Clubs are a way of life for older people 
in most parts of the country, in churches, synagogues 
and community centers. And they are one of the best 
ways to become involved and chase away loneliness. A 
few energetic citizens can organize one in your com ­ 
munity. 
The clubs offer a variety of activities including arts 
and crafts, lectures, cultural and educational courses, 
movies, dances, card playing and bingo. Most ac­ 
tivities are set up free, with a small fee paid for some 
entertainment and trips. In our area, and this applies 
to other neighborhoods, free buses are provided by the 
local Extension Home Economics Service for special 
trips or outings Some clubs offer a hot lunch at small 
cost for members who don’t bring a box lunch or who 
don’t go home to eat. 
My wife’s uncle died two years ago and his widow 
was lonely and depressed because most of her friends 
had died or moved away. We encouraged her to join a 
Golden Age Club. Now her empty life has been com ­ 
pletely transformed and she has joined a second 
Golden Age Club in New York City. 


Last summer she spent a happy few weeks with new 
companions at a summer camp sponsored by one of 
the clubs and she is eagerly looking forward to a 
similar vacation this year. 
But unfortunately, there are some who are not self- 
sufficient Many elderly people are handicapped and 
disabled and can’t get around. They feel unwanted. 
They worry that something might happen to them and 
no one would know or care. The United Way has set up 
a “check line” service at Crisis Intervention Centers 
around the country. If it is requested, someone will 
phone a homebound person each day to see the in­ 
dividual is well. And if help is needed, it will be 
provided, even including “Meals on Wheels 
Other 
organizations offer similar help, and the information 
might be obtained locally or from the National Clear­ 
ing House for the Aging, Washington, D C 20201. 
Too many of the elderly must live on meager income 
from Social Security benefits and they are categorized 
correctly as being in the “poverty level.” It’s not easy 
for them to be carefree and congenial when they can’t 
exist decently in their declining years. 
Someone said, “Poor is good but rich is better. 
Well, maybe they don’t have to be rich, but why must 
they be too poor? 
Sen Frank Church and other members of Congress 
through their committees are trying to improve the 
poor conditions of the less fortunate aging population 
They’ve recommended legislation to have Social 
Security benefits be adjusted twice a year, instead of 
once, to help keep up with the ever-rising cost of infla­ 
tion The 22 million persons over 65 spend propor­ 
tionately more than younger ones for food, shelter and 
medical care, although their income is usually fixed 
and limited The average health care expense is three 
times the level for individuals in the 19 to 64 bracket, 
with Medicare covering only 38 per cent of medical ex­ 
penses. Recommendations have been made to close 
the gap by providing reimbursements for eyeglasses, 
hearing aids, dentures, out-of-hospital prescription 
drugs and other items which are not covered by 
Medicare. 
When will all this happen to provide better living for 
the elderly9 Undoubtedly, not overnight and not too 
soon in the future. So what can we do? We are an army 
of 22 million with political clout, if someone will show 
us how to use this muscle and power 
Meanwhile, where there’s life there’s hope And we 
should be happy we are alive. No one wants to be a 
grouch so it’s better to smile than complain It takes 
72 muscles to frown and only 18 to smile

W hat pressure? 
Phils sort of 
deny it exists 


By MILTON R1CHMAN 


NEW YORK (U P I) - Most of the other Phillies wouldn’t 
admit it if it killed them. They like to feel they’re right up 
with the times in their thinking, but they’re not. They’re like 
all other ballplayers of the past. They’d rather fight than 
confess they feel any pressure. 
Tug McGraw is the exception. The Phillies’ lefty reliever 
comes right out and says he has been feeling a whole lot 
more pressure the past two leeks, during which the club 
watched an eight-game losing streak shrink its Eastern Divi­ 
sion lead in the National League to an alarming 5V2 games 
from what had been a carefree 15l4. 


“Certainly I feel the pressure,” McGraw says without any 
self-consciouness. ‘‘I ’m human. But I ’m not intimidated by 
the pressure and I think that’s because of the nature of my 
job There’s always pressure on you as a relief pitcher. 
Sometimes when I ’m in the bullpen anticipating a situation 
in the ball game, the phone will ring and I ’ll jump. That’s 
how wound up you can get.” 


Always candid, McGraw, who pitched for the Mets’ 1969 
and 1973 pennant winners, says he isn’t the only one with the 


Phillies who’s feeling the pressure. 
“ I see some signs of tightness,” McGraw says. ‘The men­ 
tal mistakes we’ve made on the field are a sign of pressure. 
When sportswriters ask dumb questions and the players 
don’t have the patience to bepoliteand point out the nature of 
the question, that’s a sign of pressure. When a guy is in a 
good frame of mind and there isn’t any pressure on him, he 
lets things like that slide by.” 
Before the Phils put the brakes on their longest losing 
streak of the year by beating the Mets Sunday, more and 
more writers kept reminding them about the 1964 Phillies, 
who had a 6^-game lead with only 12 to play and then lost the 
pennant to the Cardinals. 
The present Phils, naturally, were something less than 
enchanted with the comparison. 
‘‘Nobody likes to hear about the ’64 Phillies,” McGraw 
says. “ Everybody says it’s a dumb question when the subject 
is brought up, but it's part of baseball history. 
“ There’s nothing wrong with feeling pressure. It’s part of 
life. The greatest thing about baseball is that it creates this 
kind of pressure on a daily basis for the players and the fans. 


With the blend of players we have on this team, I don’t think 
the pressure is going to make that much difference. 
“ I believe we’ll win,” McGraw says. “ Anytime a ball club 
goes into a slump this late in the season, it’s something to be 
concerned about. On the plus side, though, I can see some 
good from it. If you get used to pain, then you know how to 
endure it. I ’d rather us go into the playoffs coming out of a sl­ 
ump than go in overly relaxed with a great big lead. You can 
lose your momentum that way.” 
When the Phils were at the deepest point in their slump, 
some of them went out of their way to show the pressure 
wasn’t bothering them in what might have been nothing 
more than a clear case of overcompensation. 
“ I ’m not nervous about this whole thing at all, am I? ” 
joked Ron Schueler, walking around the Phillies’ clubhouse 
wearing the shirt of his uniform inside out. 
Caught up in the spirit, Ron Reed, another of the Phils’ 
pitchers, echoed: “ This game doesn’t bother me a bit, 
either.” 
Reed had his uniform on right. Except fof one thing. He 
was wearing his athletic supporter outside his pants.

The frantic session 


It was only a few years back 
that the voters listened to our 
State legislators and went 
along with their proposal to 
revamp the working schedule 
of the Legislature and make it 
a “ full-time” position. And 
m o re re c e n tly , a n o th e r 
revamping of the Legislature 
took place that was destined, 
absolutely destined, to make 
the lawmaking body more 
responsible and orderly with 
the change of the sessions. 
And look what happened last 
week. 


There they all were as the 
clock in the Assembly and 
Senate Chambers neared the 
magic deadline of midnight. 
And there they all w ere, 
rushing and 
stam peding 
through a massive number of 
bills to beat the clock. 


When it was all over on the 
last day of the Legislature 
(they are now recessed to run 


for re-election) the Senate had 
passed 165 proposed new laws 
and the Assembly, approx­ 
imately 150 new bills. 
As one Assemblyman com­ 
mented, the last-minute ses­ 
sion reminded him of a rac­ 
coon who cozied up with a 
skunk: “ He didn’t get all he 
wanted, but he got all he could 
stand.” 
Is it reasonable to believe 
that the public was served by 
this last-minute, frenetic, law­ 
making that affects the lives 
of all of us? Is it reasonable to 
believe that proper thought 
and deliberation was given by 
all lawmakers to the bills that 
they did pass and send on to 
the governor? Last-minute 
amendments and add ons to 
measures changed measures 
completely. In one word, the 
whole session was disorderly. 
When the Legislature comes 
to us again for a revamp job, 
we all better think twice.

Economic indicators 
in error 


.WASHINGTON - President Ford’s 
rosy portrait of the American economy 
may be based in part on inaccurate infor­ 
mation from the Commerce Depart­ 
ment. 
But Commerce Secretary Elliot 
Richardson isn’t eager to correct the 
misleading figures. Disclosure of the ap­ 
parent statistical mis­ 
representations would 
not be “in the best in­ 
terest of the Bureau, 
the Department, or 
the Nation.” wrote a 
Richardson aide. 
What he means, we 
suspect, is that the dis­ 
closure would not be in 
the best interest of 
President Ford's elec­ 
tion bid 
The co n tro v ersy 
centers on one of the 
nation’s leading economic indicators, the 
so-called “M-3 series” — the manufac­ 
tu rers’ 
shipments, inventories and 
orders. The figures are supposed to 
reflect changes in business activity and 
serve as a basis for forecasting 
economic trends 
Census Bureau econom ist John 
Bullock discovered what he believes to 
be a “ substantial understatement” in the 
M-3 “ unfilled orders” figures more than 
four years ago Only recently has the 
bureau quietly begun an internal review 
to determine whether the indicator is ac­ 
curate. 
The Census statisticians have un- 
covereddiscrepancies in numerous com­ 
ponents of the complex index. These 
cumulative errors may have thrown the 
indicator off by as much as 100 per cent 
over the past 14 years. 
Bullock contends that the Commerce 
Department is misleading the public by 
not admitting that the Index is inac­ 
curate. The potential error is so great, 
he notes, that it can easily lead to a 
“misreading of the cause and strength of 
the so-called economic recovery.” 
In fact, the department carefully 
downplayed some bad economic news in 
its public report of a related index. 
Generally, the department publishes 
charts each month showing the value of 
inventories In May, June and July this 
year, the figure hit an all-time high — 
not a good economic sign The graphs, 
which should have displayed the 
dramatic increases, were omitted twice 
and distorted once, according to in­ 
siders. 
On orders of Chairwoman Pat 
Schroder. D.-Colo.. the House Census 
subcommittee is investigating Bullock’s 
theory 
Footnote: Commerce spokesmen in­ 
sisted that the missing graphs and Presi­ 
dent Ford's need for good economic 
publicity were coincidental. The M-3 
review would be “a fairly long range 
process.” The spokesmen asserted that 
the month-to-month change in the 
figures was accurate 
BIRDS OF A FEATHER: Party labels 
apparently don’t mean much when 
rightwing politicians get together. 
Rep Larry McDonald. D -Ga.. for ex­ 
ample. is helping fellow John Birch 
Society member Dick Davis, who is run­ 
ning for Congress in Colorado as an in­ 
dependent. McDonald appeared at a 
testimonial dinner for Davis. It was, a 
McDonald spokesman said, “a personal 
friendship thing " 
Democrat McDonald himself benefit- 
ted from a political visit to his Georgia 


district by a Republican. Idaho’s conser­ 
vative Rep. Steve Symms. Symms 
characterized the trip as “kind of a mix­ 
ed bag.” since he also stumped for 
presidential candidate Ronald Reagan. 
In any case, Symms said that he ad­ 
mired the Georgia Democrat and that 
”93 per cent of the time he votes with the 
Republicans ... Larry McDonald really 
ought to be a Republican.” 
Symms’ trip has created problems for 
him with the GOP faithful. House 
Republican Leader John Rhodes asked 
him not to go to Georgia. Symms went 
anyway. This outraged the Georgia GOP 
chairman, who angrily attacked Symms 
for his lack of party loyalty. 
“In my opinion,” Symms snorted. “We 
(Republicans) should spend our money 
... to defeat liberals” rather than con­ 
centrate on strictly party labels. 
NO-SHOW JUNKET: As one of his last 
official acts. Rep Wayne Hays, D -Ohio, 
invited members of the House to a two- 
week NATO military tour of France. Ita­ 
ly. Greece and Turkey. Not a single con­ 
gressman accepted. 
As president of the North Atlantic As­ 
sembly. Hays recently sent a letter to 
the U S deiegation inviting them to go 
and suggesting that “if you know of any 
other members who might be interested 
... let me know ” 
The tour began Aug 29. but even the 
luxury DC-9 provided by the Italian 
government wasn't enough to entice an 
American legislator Their absence from 
this and two previous tours has led Euro­ 
pean NATO delegates to complain that 
America is no longer interested in 
NATO 
But the real reason they stayed home 
is a combination of the Hays-Ray scan­ 
dal, the time it would take from cam­ 
paigning and a steady diet of publicity on 
junketeering congressmen. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Kissinger: No backing 


WASHINGTON — Henry Kissinger 
talked with a close associate as he left 
for the Republican convention in Kansas 
City, where a plank in the platform was 
to be revised to repudiate his policies 
and, in effect, the Secretary himself. 
Not just the ultra-right but the party 
itself, the moderate-left-wing as well, 
was ready to read him 
out of office. 
H enry K issin g er 
described it as the 
m o st s e a rin g e x ­ 
perience in his entire 
life. 
T alk in g in th is 
despairing mood, he 
said he w as well 
aware of the fate of 
other Secretaries of 
State in a time of trou­ 
bles. Dean Acheson 
had been vilified in a 
shameful way. But throughout his ordeal 
Acheson had had the support of the 
Democratic party and, of course, the un­ 
swerving support of his President. Harry 
Truman. 
Yet nevertheless Kissinger indicated 
that should Ford be elected he would be 
willing to stay on for a brief time, 
perhaps four to six months. His enemies 
will promptly put this down to his ego. 
But the Secretary has a strong feeling 
about continuity in foreign policy and 
certain cloudy areas which he hopes to 
be able to clear up. 
One is Africa. He is contemplating 
another visit to Africa south of the 
Sahara before the election, although the 
time is not yet fixed nor the trip a cer­ 
tainty. 
Both in Rhodesia and South Africa 
blacks in revolt have put the white 
minority in increasing jeopardy. 
Most important of all is SALT. Kis­ 
singer has all along said it would be im­ 
possible in an election year to get a SALT 
II agreement covering offensive nuclear 
weapons. Yet in October, 1977, the in­ 
terim standstill agreement on offensive 
missiles expires and the way is open to 
an unlimited arms race. 
Kissinger is probably more familiar 
with the intricacies of the SALT negotia­ 
tions than any other American. He con­ 
siders the 1977 deadine a fateful turning 
point. If by that time no agreement has 
been reached, the hopes for the future 
are bleak indeed. 
President Ford’s boast that the world 
is at peace surely owes not a little to 
Secretary Kissinger 
His negotiation of the Egyptian-Israeli 
agreement in the Sinai was a remarkable 
feat of diplomacy calling for perser- 
vance and ingenuity in extraordinary 
degree. That shuttle diplomacy between 
Cairo and Jerusalem has seldom been 
matched. 
Add to this his continuing friendship 
with and belief in Syria’s President 
Hafez Assad. That card, thanks in part to 
the accident of the grim civil war in

Lebanon, has paid off handsomely. The 
suggestion that the Golan Heights would 
be open to passage between the two sides 
would have seemed incredible a short 
time ago. 
The Israelis have initiated a policy of 
allowing limited numbers of Lebanese to 
cross the border for medical treatment 
and the purchase of supplies. Opening up 
what has been a border sealed by 
electrified defense and every other 
security device can mean the beginning 
of a new era. however tentative, between 
Israel and her Arab neighbors. 
Kissinger is wise enough to know that 
incidents quite beyond his initiative or 
control have had a lot to do with the fact 
of peace. But it is a fact that the party in 
power takes credit for everything from 
good crop weather to the eradication of 
the boll weevil. And whatever the suc­ 
cesses or defeats. Kissinger has been the 
principal architect of American foreign 
policy since 1968. 
The continuity of policy in the years 
ahead is a principal concern of the 
Secretary as he returns from the bruis­ 
ing experience of Kansas City. Can the 
world stand still until the United States

settles its internal differences? That is a 
question particularly acute to America’s 
allies in Europe. 
Ties have weakened there and for a 
variety of reasons all is not peace and 
harmony with the NATO partners. 
Speaking at the Bohemian Grove in 
San Francisco. Kissinger was introduced 
with such fulsome praise that he 
responded with typical irony: “After 
that introduction there is nothing left for 
me to do but walk on the water.” 
Although he has his downs, the 
“weltschmertz” of his temperament, he 
rarely loses his sense of humor. That is 
his balance wheel in times good and bad. 
He continues to play a leading part in in­ 
cidents around the world such as the 
crisis at the DMZ in Korea when two 
Americans were wantonly murdered. 
His days are as occupied as ever, from 
his 7:30 or 8 o’clock arrival in the morn­ 
ing until his departure at 8 or after in the 
evening. 
Kansas City will not be the last word 
on his record That will wait the verdict 
of history. And he. himself, in his own 
writing, will have a lot to say about that 
verdict.

Every so often it becomes necessary to 
clear out the upper deck of my desk-file 
cabinet complex here at the office as a 
matter of self-protection, in view of the 
big Palmdale Bulge that has a lot of peo­ 
ple concerned these days. 
If there ever should be an earthquake, 
with the books, publications and other 
m aterials th at ac ­ 
cumulate in that upper 
shelf. I would be a 
goner if I didn’t keep it 
in some semblance of 
order. 
Some of the items 
that got junked in the 
last cleaning session 
included two inch- 
thick 9 by 12 inch 
volumes published by 
th e 
A m e ric an 
Bicentennial Commis­ 
sion telling what every 
city, town and hamlet was going to be do­ 
ing to celebrate America’s 200th birth­ 
day. 
These compendia of celebrations have 
been updated quarterly since the 
bicentennial year began a year ago last 
April, and the gathering of all that infor­ 
mation must have taken an army of peo­ 
ple. 
As I leafed through the books for one 
last look at what was being done to 
celebrate the country’s birthday, it oc­ 
curred to me that it obviously has taken 
more people to publicize the 200th an­ 
niversary of the American Revolution 
than it took to pull it off in the first place. 


Also in the upper shelf I came across a 
notebook in which I had jotted down 
some remarks that I apparently planned 
to use in the development of future 
columns. 
Since none of them developed into a 
full-fledged column on its own, let me 
pass along these selected short subjects 
to you here: 
A few weeks ago when people were 
bringing in all sorts of produce of gigan­ 
tic size for us to photograph and ask 
“Can you top this?" I jotted down a 
memo to remind me to suggest that any 
of you readers who had an overabun­ 
dance of zucchini from your backyard 
gardens might want to take it over to 
Judge Terry Cox’ Lompoc Municipal 
Court. Why? Well, you might be able to 
sell it to someone who wants to squash a 
subpoena! 


Then I had put aside an item off our 
United Press International wire about a 
gentleman in Britain who owned a luxury 
house in the country, several expensive 
automobiles and various other things to 
show that he was quite well-to-do. 
An industrial executive? A member of 
royalty?
